TRYING TO SCRUB OFF THE PAINT. 


The Harvard Statue Badly Damaged by the 


Kathusiastic Students. 


» Bostox, Mass., June 2.—[Special.]—The 


Harvard College boys are red hot over the 


vandalism of Saturday night. The act has 
notonly brought them into public disgrace 


and damaged many valuable monuments, but 
it threatens the existence of athletics at the 
institution. A spirited muss-meeting was 
held this evening at Sever Hall. The old 
building was crowded. Samuei Dexter pre- 
sided, and resolutions were adopted denounc- 
ing the painting of the college walls. The 
resolutions were to the effect that the 
students “ view the recent wanton defacing 
of Harvard’s walls and monuments with the 
most hearty indignation, and that they re- 
sent the imputation that a deed so barbarous 
and un-Harvard like could be done with 
their sanction or knowledge.“ The meeting 
declared it to be the act of one or two wild- 
headed students. They, however, pledged 
themselves to do all in their power to efface 


“the stigma, and started subscriptions to raise 


funds to pay for the necessary repairs. 

Resolutions were also adopted asking the 
Athletic Committee of the faculty to adopt 
some plan for the regulation of college ath- 
letic celebrations. The Presidents of the 
four classes were called upon to appoint each 
a committee of four and a treasurer to se- 
cure the funds. Some $15,000 will be required 
to efface the paint, but even then the statue 
will be marred. An effort has been 
made today to efface the disfigurations. 
It is found that the paint itself 
is easily. removed, but to obliterate the stain 
of the oil is much harder and perhaps an im- 
possible task. It will be necessary to scrape 
the daubs off the John Harvard status and 
then rebronze it. Itis said that can be done 
witbout serious injury to the figure. It will 
depend on how deep the oil has sunken into 
the granite pedestal whether that injury can 
be repaired. The same is true of the dis- 
figuration on the Memorial-Hall steps and 
Appleton Chappel. 


REFUSED 40 TESTIFY AGAINST HER, 


The Lockwood Poisoning Case Abruptly 
Ended by the Plaintiff. 

VINELAND, N. J., June 2.—Mrs. Cremora 
Jackson Lockwood, charged with attempting 
to poison her aged husband, was given a 
hearing this morning. Mrs. Lockwood was 
the most composed person in the room, and 
never betrayea the least emotion or irritabil- 
ity: She is on the shady side of 40, is fine- 
looking, and was elegantly attired. Her 
husband occupied a seat near, by. His sons, 
Arthur and Maurice, and his son-in-law, 
Elliott Cogswell, all swore that he came to 
them and asked them to have his wile ar- 
rested as he was afraid she would kill him. 
Lockwood’s daughter swore that when her 
father found the powder in his teacup he 
brought it to ber and told her to have an 
analysis made. Drs. Bidweil and Adams, 
who made the analysis, swore that the pow- 


‘der contained enough morphine to kill a 
Mr. Lock wood was recalied in the after- 


noon for the purpose of giving additional 
testimony against his wife, but he declined 
to say anything prejudicial to Mrs. Lock- 
wood, and created a sensation and dum- 
founded ihe lawyer for the prosecution by 
saying that it was his children who advised 
him to make the charge against his wife in- 
stead of he asking the children to make 1. 
The lawyer then virtually threw up the case. 
The Justice then discharged Mrs. Lockwood, 
when her husband: ran up to embrace her, 
but she waved him aside and told him that 
she had had enough of him and his family 
and positively’ refused to return home with 


him. 
BOLD SCHEME OF AN INDIANA FARMER, 


He Secures Money on Forged Notes and 
Works an “Insurance Swindle. 

LOGANSPORT, Iud., June 2.—James Christie, 
a welb known young farmer iiving near 
Fietcher’s Lake, came to this city last week 
and obtained $800 from the banks on notes 
on which are forged the names of farmers 
living in his neighborhood. Christie then 
called on an insurance agent and took outa 
policy of $5,000 on his life. While tne policy 
was being written ‘up Christie pur- 
chased a suit of clothes, shoes, hat, 
etc. Going home he gave the policy 
to his wife and ate his supper. About 8 
o’clock a neighbor called and the two went 
swimming in tne lake near by, Christie 
swam outinto deep water before his com- 
panion undressed. In a few minutes Christie 
called to his friénd on the banks saying that 
he had the cramps and to get a boat near by 
and come to his rescue. The boat was se- 
cured but Christie had disappeared. The 
jake was dragged for two days and nights in 
searcb of Christie, Christie's clothes on the 
bank were founa where he took them off 
and untouched. Tracks were discovered yes- 
terday of a baré-footed man going towards 
Christie’s house from the lake, A peculiarly 
shaped toe which marked itself in the foot- 
prints and which tallies witfl Curistie's foot 
settles the fact in the minas of the neighbors 
that Christie made his way home naked 
while his fmends were getting the 
boat, and, donning the new outfit which he 
purchased, he left the country. Christie was

LOVELAND, IA., DESTROYED BY A FLOOD, 


Scarcely a House Left Standing—Numerous 
° Lives host by the Disaster. 

Missouri Vaizey, Ia., June 2.—The village 

of Loveland, eight miles south of here, was 
almost totally destroyed by a waterspout yes- 
terday. 
Loveland is located in the Boyer Valley in 
a gully. The storm passed over the valley 
breaking about a mile above the town, and 
sweeping down the streets left hardly a 
house in the town. The loss of life as far as 
has been heard from included Mrs. Sayies, an 
aged lady,and her son, and several others 
whose names are now unknown. One fam- 
ily was taken off the tree-tops this morning 
where they had been swept by the flood. 
One of tus family was swept past and 
drowned. The search for tne missing bodies 
so far has been unsuccessful. 

The village is a small oue and the material 
loss therefore is not large. The river has 
subsided to ite usual channel, but an all-day's 
search failed to reveal any further dead.

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TWO THOUSAND SALOONS CLOSED UP. 


Effect of the High License Law in Balti- 


more—Ward Bosses Unmolested. 

Bavtrmonre, Md., June 2.—{Special.]—Near- 
ly 2,000 saloons in Baltimore that were doing 
a flourishing business a month ago were 
closed today. In some of the lower wards, 
mostly populated by the Irisb, where 
there were from six to a dozen saloons in 
a block there is now but one. The revenue 
of the city is increased about $600,000 a year. 
One clause of the law not rigidiy enforced is 
that requiring a clear view from the street 
of the drinking bars. The screens and frosted 
glass doors and windows continue. There is 
good ground for the complaints made by a 
number of saloonkeepers that their applica- 
tions were not passed upon according to the 
evidence adduced. 

The expectation that politics would play a 
part in the new law is realized. A dozen or 


more disreputable establishments run oy 


Democratic ward bosses had no difficulty in 
procuring licenses, prominent politicians of 
the same party vouching for them. The con- 
trast was marked in several wards where in 
the same blocks the peaceable German beer 
man was refused license and the noisy gin 
and whisky mill run by the boss on the other 
corner was permitted to continue to disgrace 
the neighborhood, 

The Board of Commissioners 1s composed 
of two Democrats and one Republican. It is 
believed that they tried to act fairly, but it 
was an easy matter for the saloon politicians 


‘to secure the necessary influeatial recom- 


mendations to guarantee their licenses. The 
law is being rigidly enforced so far as it does 
not affect the Democratic machine control of 
the city, but it seems that whenever its en- 
forcement will jeopardize the political power 
in even a single precinct the saloon interest 
is protected. 

The police authorities say that as yet they 
do not notice any improvementin the crim- 
inal classes. Tne only noticeable change is 
that the fellows who start out on a spree in 
the evening get drunker quicker and land in 
tne lock-up sooner than they did before the 
saloons were closed at midnight. The great- 
est benefit derived by the community at 
large is the ridaing of respectable neighbor- 
hoods of the dives that were rapidly depreci- 
ating the value of property. 


CHICAGO TO FARE AS WELL AS NEW YORK 


The Postal System to Be Stili Farther Im- 
proved by the Government. 

Assistant - Postmaster - General Clarkson 
was at the Auditorium a few hours yesterday. 
He left for the Pacific coast in the evening. 

“I shall. certainly give up my position,” 
said he. just as Said when I was in Chica- 
go afew weeks ago. It may be a month be- 
fore I leave or it may be three. 

There is a certain work in connection with 
the department that I shail have to finish be- 
fore retiring; but just as soon as this is done 
I shall go to work for Clarkson. I am now 
onmy way to the State of Washington to 
make some arrargements tor improving the 
postal service there. Itis in bad shape at 
present. Someof the towns out there are 
builtin a month and it is impossible for the 
Postal Department to keep up with them. 

Under the laws an office must be a year 
old before it can be classed as a Presidential 
office. In some instances in Washington the 
Postmasters gre losing money. 

Their clerk hire amounts to more than the 
money received. ‘The United States cannot 
allow sucha condition of affairs to exist. 
Though no special vlan has been outiined 
something must bedone to give the people 
out there better postal facilities, 

Before many weeks important work af- 
fecting the Chicago office will be begun.

This city has developed so rapidly 
that it may be necessary to overhaul the en- 
tire system here. The Postmasters formerly 
applied for a few cierks now and then. Now 
the application comes in for an even hundred.

Our 
visit to Chicago last summer did the city no 
harm. The department frequently receives 
letters from your business-men, thanking 
the Administrauon for the improvements 
made at that time. It is high time that the 
Chicago office was treated as well as New 
York’s and as a Western man I feel like do- 
ing all in my power towards this end.“

Subscribers to the Worid’s Fair Fund Not 
Released from Liability. 

New York, June 2.—[Special.|—A curious 
entanglement regarding those who sub- 
scribed to the fund for the holding of a 
World’s Fair in this city in 1892 leaked out 
today by the visit of Samuel D. Babcock, 
who was Chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, and William Steinway to the Mayor. 
It appears that the subscribers to the 
World's Fair fund, which reached the 
sum of $5,200,000, are not legally 
freed from their obligations because the 
Fair goes to Chicago. According to the 
terms of the subscription the money was 
subscribed to the ‘‘ World's Fair,.“ but noth- 
ing was said about the year in which the 
Fair was to be held. The committee now 
contends that if by any chance another Fair 
scheme should be started the preseut sub- 
scribers would be liable for the amounts 
affixed opposite their names.

Within the last twenty-four hours the pro 
fessional gamblers of Chicago have formally re- 
solved to give their financial support to Mr.

under the old régime. o profits of the monop- 
oly enabled Hankins to build his fine residence 
on Michigan avenue and made a mulltonaire of 
McDonald. It also filled the purses of a dozen 
other professional gambiers and made the syn- 
dicate so rich and so powerful that it could con- 
tribute enormous corruption funds to control 
locul electuons and not feel the loss. 

Such a corruption fund, moderately éstimated 
at 830.000, has now been put in the hands ot the 
Democratic managers to compass the election of 
Mr. Cregier. That it has deen ce@ntributed and 
so placed without absolute assurances as to the 
future immunity of favored gambiers in this 
city nobody believes. Mayog Roche might bave 
had this fund for his first election—he might 
even now get it for his second election—if he 
would subscribe to the conditions which Cregier 
has so cheerfuily to. ut Mr. Roche is 
not so anxious to be Mayor fora second term 
that be will compromise his man or become 
a silent partner in an infamous and degradi 
traffic in order to be elected.

THE COMPULSOKY EKDUCATION LAW 


. 
The Governor Petitioned to Consider the 
Question in an Extra Session. — 

A large and enthusiastic meeting of Ger- 
mans and Scandinavians of the Lutheran 
Church, members ot the Roman Catholic 
Church, and of the German Reformed and 
United Churches, was heid at the Sherman 
House last night. The meeting wap tue re- 
suit of the meeting held at Centra Music- 
Hall May 29, at which the committee was in- 
structed to invite persons of other denomina- 
tions who were opposed to the. objec- 
tionable features. of the Illinois Compul- 
sory law to meet, in order to have 
uniformity of action in securing the modifi- 
cation of the law. Among others present 
were: W. H. Tatge, Charles J. Holmes, Prot. 
Brohm, Judge A ge Charles E. Bar- 

uist, Alfred Ostrom, J. D. 1 . 
Tatge was elected President, and William J. 
H. Niestadt, M. Benner, P. F. Gillespie, 
Charles J. Holmes, Dr. J. B. Murphy, and 
Louis Weiss were chosen as Secretaries. 

After an informal discussion it was moved 
and seconded that the following letter be ad- 
dressed to the Governor of the State, and 
signed by the President and Secretaries. 

On behalf of ourselves and of those who be- 
lieve with us we request that you include in your 
Call for a special session of the Legislature the 
subject of 8 from the Statutes of IIIi- 
nois concerning education those provisions 
thereof which violate parental and personal 
rights and rights of conscience. The provisions 
referred_to are found in an act in force July 1, 
1889, entitled: An Act Concerning the Educa- 
tion of Children.” We believe that this subject 
should not form part of a political or partisan 
contest, and that there is no necessity for such a 
thing, if the just rights of the people in regard 
to the education ot their children are respected. 

The following resolutions were drawn up 
to be presented to both the Repubiican and 
Democratic conventions, and the committee 
appointed to present them to both conven- 
tions consists of W. H. Tatge, William J. . 
Niestadt, B. Edwards, Jobn Garvey, James 
H. Burke, Dr. J. B. Murohy, Cuarles J. 
Holmes, and Judge Prendergast, who will re- 
quest that the resolutions be embodied in 
tneir platforms. The party in convention 
assembled declared that the parental right 
to direct and control the education of the 
child should forever remain inviolate, and 
that those provisious of the law impairipg 
that inalienable rignt should be at once re- 
pealed. Respecting this subject we adopt 
the following propositions and hold them to 
be self-evident truths: 

1, To determine and direct the educationof the 
child is a natural right of the parent. 

2. There arises out of the parental right the 
duty to provide education. 

3. When one who by natural or human law 
owes a duty to another fails to perform that 
duty the State can (a) enjoin or compel per- 
formance; (b) punish for non-performance; (e) 
supply the — where, to the injury of society, 
non-performanbe is persisted in. 

4. ise statesmanship encourages general 
popular e7ucation, but this does not mean or re- 
quire unjust or unnecessary interference with 


those who are educating their children according. 


to the best of their ability and conformably to 
the condition in life of parent and child. 

5. Compulsory education in the sense that 
parents who violate or 2 their parental 
duty may be compelled its performance or 
punisned for non-performance is right. 

6. Compulsory education in the sense of con- 
trolling or seeking to control or dislodging from 
their rightful place those parents who are dis- 
charging their parental duties commensurately 
with the state of lifeof parentand childis not 
allowable even to the State. 

7. For the education of his childrea one parent 

may select the public school, another may select 
the private or denominational school, still an- 
other may furnish proper education without the 
aid of any school, and each of the three in so do- 
ing exercises a right protected by the iaw of the 
land as well as by the law of nature, and for do- 
ing which he need offer neither excuse nor apol- 
ogy. 
8. The public and private or denominational 
schools are in law neither related nor are they 
subordinate one to ihe other, nor need they be 
antagonistic. 

We favor and pledge ourselves to the enact- 


| ment of statutes: 


1. To require parents who are not at all per 
forming their duty iu respect to educating their 
children to do so. | | 

2. To correct incorrigibie truants by providing 
means for the ir amendment and to minimize the 
evils of truancy by sending truant children to 
such schools as the parents may designate. 

3. To prohibit child labor, with all its debasing 
consequences.

-Mr. Henderson of 
Pointe Coupée refused to join the delegation 
in requesting the resignation of Senator 
Provosty and Representative Batchelor. Mr. 
Henderson said that a large majority of the 
white voters of that parish were opposed to 
the lottery. Speaker Henry has received 
the proceedings of a monster mass-mecting 
held at Meuville. St. Landry Parish, in which 
the lottery was denounced and St. Landry 
representatives instructed to vote against it. 
Of five Senators ana Representatives ali but 
ope are lottery men. 

The lottery people talk of holaing a caucus 
in the early part of the week in order to eu- 
trap antis. The caucus will presumably be a 
Democratic one, and if the antis refuse to 
attend the lottery people propose to read 
them out of the party. -

FITZGERALD, PALMER, AND “REFORM.” 

Despite the efforts of Democratic city offi- 
cialis and the warnings and threats of the

is thrown out for the German Lutherans, but 
itis indefinite and pointless. The only com- 
mendabie feature is the declaration in favor 
ot the Australian ballot system, and this pro- 
nouncement was hardly seriously meant by 
those who have figured recently as the apolo- 
gists for the Twenty-fourth Ward election 
frauds.. 

A giance at the list of the delegates to the 
State convention, printed elsewhere, will 
show that the “ruling race” will be well rep- 
resented in the gathering of tomorrow, while 
those of the other foreign nationalities who 
constitute the Democratic party here appear 
to have been slighted. 

The proposition to indorse John M. Palmer 
for Senator was carried in default of opposi- 
tion and calied out little good feeling. On 
the other hand, the resolution to indorse 
Fitzgeraid for Treasurer evoked enthusiasm, 
and the strength of that candidate with the 
local managers of the party was aggressively 
and satisfactorily demonstrated. The ex- 
Alderman will have a more enthusiastic sup- 
port from the Cook County delegates than 
Palmer can possibly arouse. 

Whatever his failings or his shortcomings 
may be it must be accepted as a fact that 
Fitzgerald is the most representative man of 
his party in this secuon and has more solid 
backing among the Democratic voters than 
the more pretentious silk-stocking leaders 
and more hearty support than either Palmer 
or reform.“ 

THE PARKS AND THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

Several lawyers have given the opinion— 
some privately and others publicly—that 
park grounds cannot be used as the site for 
the Worid's Fair, even though the consent 
of the Legislature be given. Remarks to 
that effect were made by Messrs. Riddie and 
Perce at a meeting of the friends of a West 
Side location held last week, and they were 
advised to find and offer a site which cov- 
ered only private property. 

The position of these lawyers is that any 
person who nas been taxed for the establish- 
ment and support of a park can, if he fears 
he is to be deprived of the enjoyment of any 
portion of it by the erection of a building 
thereon which he has to pay to enter, get an 
injunction to stop the threatened invasion of 
his rights. And it is intimateg wat, owing 
to alleged sectional jealousy, if an attempt 
were to be made to use any park such an in- 
junction would be asked for by some one in- 
terested in having the Fairin some other 
part of the city, and that it would have to be 
granted, 

When law runs counter to common sense 
it ceases to be good law. Undoubtedly the 
permanent occupation of a park by an Expo- 
sition which charged an entrance fee would be 
illegal. It would beequally illegal if tne 
temporary occupancy necessitated the de 
struction of permanent improvements. If it 
were proposed to use Lincoln Park and in 
doing so to remove the statue of Lincoln, to 
fill up the lakes, and to cutdown the trees, 
there would be a quick and effectual! protest. 

But nothing of the sort is contemplated, 
either at Garfield or at Jackson Park. Noth- 
ing Which it is proposed to do will rob tne 
people of any park privileges they now en- 
joy, for there is nothing delectable about a 
stroll over the unimproved sand hills of one 
park or the clay soil of the other. Whichever 
park is used wili be benefited, not harmed, 
by ite temporary use for Fair purposes. It 
will be in better condition when the Fair is 
over than now. Preliminary improvements 
| Which under ordinary circumstances would 
have to be paid for by the taxes raised in the 
park districts would be paid for with Fair 
‘money. The use for a brief period of unim- 
proved portions of a park does not injure 
the public and furnishes no pretext for an 
injunction. 

If the Legislature chooses it can look at 
this matter of the temporary occupancy of 
Unimproved and unused park lands from a 
purely business point of view. It can au- 
Tthorize Park Boards, for the purpose of im- 
proving their property more rapidly than 
they can do wi the venue at e dis- 
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J Contracts with | 5 
e ee certain 
portions of the parks now lying waste, the 
consideration paid being the occupancy of 


these waste lands by the Fair people for the | 


next three years, This may save the taxpay- 
ers hundreds of thousands of dollars, and it 
would be a queer court which held that its 
duty to the taxpayers required it to enjoin 
the making of such an economical contract. 

But if there are technical lawyers who say 
that this will not do then let there be u re- 
sort to the fountain-head of all power. It 
was, in the first place, the people who voted 
that they would heve these parks and would 
pay tor them. Let the question be submit- 
ted to them by the Legislature wheter they 
are willing to furnish quarters for the Expo- 
sition. If they vote in the affirmative who 
will gainsay the legality of their action? 
They certainly have some right to say what 
shall be done with their property. 

Even if it be not deemed advisable to go 
into a park still it is best to have the right 
and power to do so, because if it were under- 
stood that private property only could be 
used for a site the directors would probably 
have to pay a round sum to get the use of 
the land they needed. Some owners would 
charge nothing, and others would be reason- 
able, but there would be some who would 
utilize the opportunity to gouge the enter- 
prise. There are some such people even in 


Chicago. 


“FAITH WITHOUT WORKS IS DEAD.” 

A little over a year ago the Rev. Mr. Brobst 
of the West Side, having arrived at the ton- 
clusion, after a hurried study of municipal 
government, that it was in the power of the 


Mayor of Chicago to root out crime and vice, 


plunged into politics in support of Mr. Cre- 
gier. That person had promised Mr. Brobst 


and his associates that, if elected, he would 


close the saloons Sunday, would continue the 
suppressién of gambling, would free ¢he 
streets from every intimation or suggescion 
of immorality, and would make the city a 


desirable residence for an angel on a summer 


vacation. 

Mr. Cregier was elected, receiving the 
votes ot Messrs. Brobst and Mike McDonald 
and their followers. But none of the great 
moral ideas to which Cregier was pledged 
have been carried out. Matters are worse 
than before he was chosen. The gamblers 
whose places Mayor Roche had closed ab- 
solutely were allowed to reopen. Every form 
of vice and crime and wantonness is more 
open and unabashed than before. The 
Mayor has not asked the Council to pass an 
ordinance 
saloons Sunday. Of the promises made to 
the moral scratchers prior to the election 
of 1889 all have been broken. Of those made 
to the criminal classes all have been kept. 

Therefore, after waiting for over a year in 
order to satisfy himself thoroughly that 
things were not running as they ougut to, tne 
Rev. Mr. Brobst thus delivered himself last 
Sunday: 


There are other gambling institutions wide 
open among us. There you play with men whose 
dice are loaded. It is pure robbery. Today the 
law-abiding citizens of Chicago are obstructed 
in their efforts to reach this evil and pluck it at 
the roots by the authorities of the city. Can it 
be true that these men whom we pay for our own 
protection are protecting our enemies? Why does 
not our Mayor use the strength that we have put 
into his right arm to put down an open, flagrant 
evil that is daily dragging our young men down to 
degradation, to ruin, and to heli? Can it be that 
instead of guarding us and our young he is 
standing watch and ward over this damnable com- 
mercial quicksand lest it be cheated of its vie- 
tims? The day will come when the unfaitnful 
wardens will get tripped up and plunged head- 
first into the ruin prepared for them. 


This is not enough, however. The duped 
and tricked minister should not stop here. 
If the Mayor is guiity of tne offenses charged 
by the preacher it is the duty of the latter to 
proceed from words to acts. The law says: 


In case the Mayor shall at any time be guilty 
of a palpabie omission of duty, or shall willfully 
and corruptly be guilty of oppression, malcon- 
duct, or misfeasance in the discharge of the 
duties of his office, he shall be liable to indict 
ment in any court of competent jurisdiction. 


If Mr. Brobst is in earnest he will go be- 
fore the grand jury, submit his information, 
and secure the indictment of the man de 
helped to elect, In that way alone can he 
free himself from tbe grave responsibility 
now resting on him. If, being a minister, he 
plunges into the pleasures of politics, he 
must accept its duties also. 

A mugwump paper which did its best to 
elect Cregier soon found chat it had made an 
error, and that the man of its choice had re- 
stored gaming in Chicago. After pleading 
with Cregier for some time and finding it use- 
less that paper, acknowledging its responsi- 
bility for the reintroduction of gambling, 
has set to work on its own account to close 
those houses which Cregier allowed to be 
opened. This is creditable conduct. This is 
* pringing forth fruits meet for repentance.” 
This is the work of a contrite and broken 
heart. 

Let the Rev. Mr. Brobst do something now 
of a practical nature to show that he is sorry 
for the mischief he wrought. Mere words 
are not a sufficient

THE NEW JERSEY BALLOT LAW. 

The Governor of New Jersey has signed the 
so-called Australian ballot bill and it is now a 
law of that State. Like the New York bili, 
itis not so much the Australian system asa 
variation on that system, and, like that bill 
also, it represents the irresistible force of 
the public demand for baliot reform. Both 
Gov. Hill and Gov. Abbett, being Demo- 
crats, would have vetoed any out and 
out measure of ballot reform which would 
render absolutely impossible in the future 
the crooked methods by which both of them 
were elected, but they did not dare to take 
the responsibility of vetoing a modified 
measure of reform in face of the tremendous 
popular pressure for ‘legislation to restrain 
wholesale invasion of the rights of the people 
at the polis. 

The New Jersey bill, like the New York 
bill, is a haif and half measure as the result 
of numerous compromises and concessions. 
Apparently it will not entirely repress bailot- 
box swindling, but will make it more difficult, 
and to this extent will make it easier for hon- 
est electors to detect viliainy and prevent it. 
A weak spot in the law is the opportunity 
which it gives to voters to obtain . tne:ir 


tickets outside of tue polling booths instead 


of inside, if they sochoose, and to get them 
five days before the election, if they so de- 
sire, as well as on the day of election. Un- 
der such circumstances bribery is possible, 
but at the same time the briber labors under 
the disadvantage that he cannot tell whether 
the bribee has voted the ticket given him, as 
the latter votes in secret and may vote as he 
pleases in the retirement of the polling 
bopth. The briber must therefore take 
chances which do not exist where he can see 
that his man goes to the box and puts in the 
ticket which he has been paid to vote. 
Again, the law is weak in that it does not en- 
tirely separate the voter from the gang of 
heelers and bummers and their sidewalk 
influence and intimidation. All the same it 
is possible that after a man has been pur- 
chased he might vote another ticket or 
scratch the one given him when he was sure 
that his purchaser would know nothing 
about it. 

The vital pointin the New Jersey law is 
that any change is@change for the better. 
The mere fact of absolute secrecy in voting 
is @ great gain in the direction of an honest 
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culty in competing with New Jersey in the 
variety and crookedness of of Democratic vil- 


lainy at the pdlis. The recent reveiauons in 


the investigation of thé Hudson County 
frauds demonstrated beyond all question not 
only that a Democratic Legislature was 
elected illegaily but also that Gov. Abbett

TAKING THE FEDERAL CENSUS. 

Soon after sunrise yesterday morning 43,000 
persons scattered over thé United States 
and its Territories began asking tne resi- 
dents of this country what their Christian 
names were, following it up by inquiries as 
to age, sex, occupation, whether they were 
Chinese, Japanese, or octoroons, whether 
they could read or write, and whether they 
were single, married, or divorced. 

This number of persistent askers of ques- 
tions seems large, but it shrinks into insig- 
nificance by tne side of that army, surely a 
bundred thousand strong, which is daily 
traveling the streets asking housewives if 
they will buy bananas or strawberries. It is 
not as large as the army of beggars 
which is asking for cold victuals from door 
to door. It is not as numerous as the army of 
young men whose members are putting 
questions to young women as to the state of 
their feelings. It is not as numerous 4s the 
small children who put interrogatories to 
parents which the latter cannot answer. 

The trouble with the census questioners, 
however, is that it is not safe to cuff their 
ears as one does those of inquisitive chil- 
dren, nor can they be driven away with a 
broom like the banana man. There are pains 
and penalties if one refuses to answer the 
majority ot the thirty questions which are 
on the schedule, Au enumerator who meets 
with rude treatment does not draw a circle 
around him and threaten the curse of Rome, 
but he swears out a warrant before a United 
States Commissioner, and the offender learns 
for the first time in his life the majesty and 
grandeur of the fee bills of the Federal ju- 
diciary. 

Considering the great powers of the Gov- 
ernment and reflecting on the gigantic re- 
bellion it once crushed, itis probably better 
to comply with its wishes whea it grows in- 
guisitive and to be thankful that it is not 
asking more questions thanit is. It might 
put some searching ones witich would result 
in the collection of varied and usefui iafor- 
mation. Each man might be esked what he 
drank and how much of it, what he thought 
of the McKinley bill, whether he believed in 
a revision of church creeds and the tariff, 
whether he quarreled with his wife, and if 
so who began the dispute, and whether he 
had ever been an appiicant for office, State 
or Federal. 

It has been decided that certain questions 
which are on the schedule be not answered. 
They are those relating to physical and men- 
tal ill health and to mortgages. Therefore if 
a man has rheumatism or heart disease he 
can keep the fact to himself. If there is any 
member of his household who has shown 
signs of mental -weakness by becoming a 
Democrat he need not reveal the melancholy 
fact unless he chooses to. He can also refuse 
to tell whe her he has a mortgage on his 
house and force Uncle Sam to go to the Re- 
corder’s office to find out. 

But the other questions must be answered. 
When the enymerator.asks the principal of a 
public school whether he can read and write 
the latter must repiy civilly. When he calls 
on Mike McDonald and George Hankins to 
state their trade, profession, or occupation 
they must do it truthfully. The sooner the 
work is done the sooner will the information 
as to the population be accessible. And that 
is something in which all Chicagoans are in- 
terested. They want to know just how the 
case stands between their city and Phila- 
delphia. New York of course will be first, 
but which wiil be second? Let the schedules 
be filled out without delay and this great 
question be disposed of. 


COLLEGIATE VANDALISM 
Col. T. W. Higginson, in an interview upon 
the merits of the proposition to reduce the 
collegiate course at Harvard to three years 
instead of four, says: 


It seems to me that it Would be a pity to grant 
degrees on the basis of courses taken instead of 
time spent. For, as Goethe says, ** there is about 
a university an atmosphere of culture which con- 
stitutes its chiefest value.“ And a boy should 
come to college not so mitch to learn certain 
things as to breathe that atmosphere and receive 
its refining influences. Time is necessary for this, 
and it seems to me that any reduction of the 
course would tend to lower the tone which is char- 
acteristic of Harvard and ought to remain so. 


In view of the disgraceful occurrence 
which happened last Saturday it is extreme- 
ly doubtful whether an atmosphere of cult- 
ure such as Goethe described characterizes 
Harvard College and whether any acuon of 
its management, unless it be in the direction 
of sternly punishing ey hoodlums who 
belong to it, can improve its tone. A dis- 
patch from Boston states that as the outcome 
of Harvard’s victory over Lale in a game of 
base-ball a gang of students defaced the 
statue of Harvard, the founder of the insti- 
tution, from pedestal to summit with red 
paint, and inasimilar manner shamelessly 
bedaubed the elegant Memorial Hall, a gift 
to the college in memory of its graduates who 
fell during the civil war, Appleton Chapel, 
Boylston Hall, Seaver Hall, and the library 
building. It is possible that the statue, 
which is of bronze, may be cleaned, but the 
defacement of the buildings May involve ex- 
tensive and costly repairs. 

A more disgraceful and disgusting piece of 
vandalism has never been perpetrated by 
Harvard students. It has not che merit of 
wit, of merriment, or of mischief to 
excuse it. It wag the malicious and inex- 
cusable work of rowdies, who should not 
only be summarily expelled from the uni- 
versity but should be prosecuted in the 
courts and punished to the extent of the 
law. The college authorities will be derelict 
in their duties if they fail to ferret out and 
dismiss every student connected with this 
outrage, and the students who had no hand 
in it will be equally derelict if they fail to 
assist the coilege authorities. Until the of- 
fenders are discovered and punished it will 
be inevitable that all the students will have 
to bear a share of the odfum which attaches 
to the whole university, for this is not the 
first time such wanton acts of vandalism 
have occurred. 

The general pudlic may well hesitate in 
accepting this talk about the tone of culture 
which characterizes our colleges. The out- 
rages at Wabash and Kalamazoo Colleges 
are still fresh in the publics mind. Within 
a few weeks the students of Ann Arbor 
have distinguished themselves by brutally 
kidnaping a freshman, engaging in 
prize-fights and public rioting, and 
in scrimmages witn circus employés. 
Of course not ali the students of 
these colleges are rowdies or hoodlums, but 
it is unfortunate that the students who 


do not take an active part in these affairs are 
the offenses. poss

THE PROPOSED SUGAR REBATE. 


The McKinley bill provides that after Jan. 


1 next the internal taxes on smoking and 
manufactured tobacco shall be four cents a 
pound instead of eight, the present rate, and 


that all manufacturers or dealers who have 


on hand unbroken packages on which the old 
tax has been paid shall be entitled to a rebate 
of four cents. This will shift from their 
shoulders the loss they would otherwise sus- 
tain if they were caught witn large stocks on 
hand the ist of January. Unless there 
were some such provision manufacturers 
would limit their production as much as pos- 
sible and try to do no more than meet the 
current demand. 

The sugar dealers of the Northwest are 
apprehensive of what will happen if the duty 
is taken off raw sugars, which will result in 
a lowering of the price of the refined article 
about twocents. They have sent ona com- 
mittee to Congress to see if they cannot se- 
cure the insertion of a provision giving a re- 
bate of acent a pound on all sugars in stock 
at the time the McKinley bill passes, if it 
passes. It is claimed that witnout some such 
provision the Northwest will be in the power 
of the Sugar Trust at just that time when 
the demand for sugar for canning purposes 
will be the greatest, 

The jobbers say they dare not lay in large 
stocks now, if there is a possibility that the 
price of the article will drop heavily on tneir 
hands and they will have to bear the joss, 
while the proposed rebate of a cent a pound 
would free them from that danger and make 
it safe for them to have such a supply that 
the immediate wants of the Northwest could 
be met. Ifthey haveno such supply then 
they assert that during the entire summer 
season the trust can extort from this section 
whatever it pleases for sugar. 

There is one thing) which the dealers seem 
to have overlooked, however, which may not 
be without influence on the situation. The 
McKinley bill imposesa duty of only four- 
tenths of acenta pound on refined sugars. 
Is it not probable that if there was the least 
intimation that it was the intention of the 
trust to keep prices up so high as to make 
it profitable to import refined sugar it 
would begin pouring in in immense quanti- 
ties?. Could not the demands of the West or 


any other secuon de met from that source? 


Is it not also possible that if a rebate is 
granted the trust will be the chief benetici- 
ary? If so the rebate plan will not meet with 
general favor.

A "Citizen. Discourses at Length and with 


Considerable Shrewdness apon the sub- 
ject--The Selection Made by the west- 
‘Siders — A Gentleman in Alexandria, 
Egypt, Proposes to Sell the Skeleton of 
Cleopatra for $60,000—The Tabernacle 
Scheme—Exposition Notes. ‘ 
“This site question,” said a man who 
thinks he knows where the Fair ought to be 
located, seems to me to be a good deal like 
a Candidacy for a political office—a premature 
boom or too much booming can defeat any 


site. In either case opposition is stirred up 
from the advocates of ail the other sites. 
They are one im tneir desire to defeat the 
site brought too prominently to the front. 
They Giscourage and point out its every 
fauit, its every flaw, ana elaborate on them, 
and no site can be found with which some 
people cannot find fault. 

“Take the ke-Front for example. 
W ouldn’t it have stood a better show if its 
boom had come later. I do not think it could 
have won in any event, but I think it would 
have stood a better show. The advocates of 
every other site in the city prefaved their 
arguments in favor of their particular ioca- 
tons with arguments against the Lake- 
Front. Every one took a whuck at it, and it 
would be a wonder mit could win now. It 
would have seriously hurt tne best of sites 
and the Lake-Front is certainiy not one of 
them—to have been boomed as fiercely at 
the start. Tne Lake-Front nas lately lost 
many friends who stuck to it for a long time. 
They have been carried away from their 
first love largely by the arguments thut that 
booming brougat out. 

And now comes the West Side with a 
great outcry and with a mass-meeting. They 
are certainly maxing no friends by howling 
that they have not been given a fair show, 
when by their own admission they have not 
yet offered a site. Their cry seems to be: 
*Weare tne West Side and we want the 
Fair.“ It only serves to stir up a sectional 
feeling, if 1 may so term it, tween the 
three sides when tnere should be nothing of 
the sort. It looks to me as though thev were 
prepared to ry Foul play,’ no matter where 
the Fair as long as it does not come to 
them. at isn't the spirit that should ani- 
mate the advocates of any site. It will not 
conduce to the success of the Fair. 

Well, the West Side ls coming forward 
with a site and it is coming with a rush. It 
has appointed a committee to look up a suit- 
abie place, and the committee claims to have 
found several. It has appointed a committee 
to wait On the directors and push matters, 
and it has called @ mass-meeting of West- 
Siders, to be neld on the South Side. They’re 
great on mass-inectings; they held one at 
the stockholders’ meeting, you remember. 
They’li make a great boom for their site and 
stir up all the antagonism possible. It’s 


natural for one to want to hit the man who 


talks the loudest. 
DANGEROOS SITES. 

„Now, I say, look out for some of these men 
who are not saying much, but who are working 
like beavers. They’re stirring up no opposi- 
tion and they're not calling any one’s atteu- 
tion to their pet sites, but they’re preparing 
all their arguments showing the advantages 
of tne location or locations they propose, and 
there will be few arguments that can de ad- 
vanced against them on short notice, whiie 
the disadvantages of the boomed places will 
be known to every one.

CLEOPATRA’S SKELETON. 

At headquarters yesterday there were no 
meetings, but there were some callers and 
an enormous mail. Oneof me first letters 
opened contained a starting proposition. In 
addition to the letter was a little package, 
and the package contained dust. Tne dust, 
it was claimed, was a part of all that re- 
mained of the beautiful Queen Cleopatra. 
This having been discovered, and the dust 
having been deposited in a safe place where 
it could not possibly get mixed up witb the 
plebeian dust of a great city and—horribie 
thought !—be swept out by the janitor, the 
letter came up for consideration. It was 
from Alexander Tagliaferro of Alexandria, 
Egypt. 

‘Tagliaferro wrote that the photograph he 
inclosed was one of the sarcophagus of Cleo- 
patra, recently discovered in Cœsar's camp 
near Alexandria. When the sarcophagus 
was opened, he wrote, the contents crumbled 
to ashes with the exception of the skeleton 
of the woman who charmed Marc An- 
which was still preserved. The 
skeleton be thought too sacred to hang 
in a physician’s closet, so he wished 
to sell it to . the World’s Fair 
people for a little matter of about $60,000, 
the sarcophagus to be thrown in, and the 
purchaser to pay the freight. He claimed 
that the sarcophagus was of solid ancient 
marble, closely resembiing the crystal found 
in Upper Egypt, and that the pictures found 
on three sides of it were assuredly those of 
Cleopatra.

CONSIDERING THE TARIFF BILL. 


Considerable Difference of Opinion in Re- 
gard to Rates of Duty on Timber.

USING TAE WESTERN INDIANA. 


This Company Will Probably Have to Se- 
cure an Independent Entrance Into the 
City—It Is Negotiating to Purchase the 
Wabash’s Detroit Line—East- Bound 
Dressed- Beef and Grain Rates Reduced 


Difficulties in the Way of the Ferming 


= New Western Passenger Association. 
In across-bill filed in the Circuit Court yes- 


terday the Chicago and Western Indiana 


Railroad company asks for an injuncuov to 
prevent the use of its tracks by the Cana- 
dian Pacific, which, it asserts, is seeking an 
entrance to Chicago over its road. 

Oct. 25, 1879,an agreement was entered 
into between the Chicago and Western Indi- 
ana and the Wabash railroad whereby the 
latter was to have the use of the former’s 
depot on Polk street and its tracks from Chi- 
cago to Hammond, Ind. A similar arrange- 
ment. was made by the Wabash with 
the Chicago and Atlantic to secure tracks 
between Hammond and Laketon Juncuon. 
From the latter point to Detroit the Wabash 
claims to own its own road. It is over this 
line of the Wabash. between Detroit and 
Chicago that the Canadian Pacific meditates 
reachinf Chicago by arrangement with the 
‘Wabash road. The Western Indiana denies 
the right of the Wabash to sublease the 
strip from Chicago to Hammond. It claims 
that the original agreement of 1879 was noth- 
ing more than a temporary license, subject to 
be terminated at any time at the will of the 
ownercompany. Notice of such a termi- 
nation was given to take effect Dec. 31, 1889. 
The Wabash immediately went into court to 
secure an injunction restraining tne Western 
Indiana from interfering wi its traftic. 

t claims that under the provisions 


of the lease it 16 entitled to continue the use 


of the terms at Chicagoindefinitély. The 
case is still pending, and now the Western 
Indiana in its cross-bill, besides asking for 
an injunction, requests that the Wabash be 
compelled to disclose in full its deal with the 
Canadian Pacific. ; 

The Chicago and. Grand Trunk is the chief 
objector to the Canadian Pacific’s use of the 
Western Indiana terminals. It does not pro- 
pose to have its principal competitor in the 
same depot with it ana using the same inlet 
into the city if it can help it. 

In view of these objections the Canadian 
Pacific, as stated in Tus TRIBUNE a few days 
ago, has entered into negotiations . with the 

abash looking to the purchase of the lat- 
ter’s Detroit line, and has also taken steps to 
build a.new line into the city from Butler, 
Ind., thereby avoiding the use of we Chica- 
go and Atlantic tracks from Laketon, Ind. 
The carrying out of these schemes will no 
doubt depend upon tne outcome of the pend- 
ing suits. 


THE KNIFE AGAIN APPLIED. 
A Farther Cat in EKast-Bound Grain-Prod- 


Not only did the joint committee of th 


Trunk Line and Central Traffic Associations 


at its meeting in New York last week fail, 
bring about the restoration of east-bound 
freight rates, but the situation has been ma- 
terially aggravated since then, and yester- 
day further reductions in grain and dressed- 
beef rates were announced. As regards 
dressed beef it will be remembered that THE 
TRIBUNE stated a few days ago that the 
Canadian Pacific had entered into contract 
with some of the dressed-beef shippers*im 
this city whereby it is to get the bulk of their 
business for Boston and New England points. 
This arrangement seriously affected the busi- 
ness of the Grand Trunk and Lake Shore 
roads. Some of the roads atthe time saw 
fit, for reasons best known to themselves, to 
deny the existence of this contract and in- 
sisted that they were not losing any of the 
traffic. The Lake Shore, however, now 
admits that such contract has been 
made and that it has lost its 
New England dressed-beef business in 
conse quence thereof, ana for this reason it 
ye notice yesterday that commencing June 
it would reduce its dressed-beef rates from 
Chicago to Boston ana New England points 
irom 48 cents per 100 pounds to 45 cents. 

As regards grain rates, the Lake Shore 
gave the following notice yesterday: 

Taking effect June 9 we propose to make the 
rate on wheat and wheat products, Chicago to 
New York, 2242 cents per 100 pounds, with the 
usual differences to other seaboard points, and 
on this basis to the western termini of the trunk 
lines and points intermediate between those 
points and the seaboard. ) 

The company explains its action as follows: 

We have carefully considered the question of 
the rate on wheat as compared with corn, and as 
we have but little corn originating on the line of 
our road and being in the wheat territory, we feel 
that the present difference between the rate 
on wheat and that on corn is too much, 
and inasmuch as there are a cumber of 
articles under the head of grain products 
which should be included in the tariff taking 
effect June 9 would ask for a meeting of the 
Chicago committee to be held June 2, to arrange 
for the articles to be included under the head of 
wheat and other grains (not corn or Oats), and 
wheat and other products of grain. N 

A meeting of the local committee was 
held yesterday to consider the above com- 
munication and it was agreed that, taking 
effect June 9, the all-rail rates on tne foilow- 
ing named articles in car-loads will be 225 
cents,Cnicago to New Vork, with usual difer- 
ences to other seaboard cities, and on tne 
same basis to the western termini of tne trunk 
lines and to points east thereof: Wheat, flour. 
ship stuff, hominy, groats, screenings, hulled 
corn, malted sprouts, farina, iinseed meal, bran, 
corn flour, pearl wheat, corn meal, buck- 
wheat, oat hulis, malt skimmings, cerealine. 
flaxseed, rye, middlings, cracked wheat, 
pearl barley, shorts, ground corn, rye flour, 
sprouted burley, potato flour, 
barley, mill feed, grits, oatmeal, brewers 
meal, cracked corn, malt, barley sprouts, 
cottonseed meal, buckwheat flour. 


NUMEROUS OBSTACLES {N THE WAY. 


Dificalttes Besetting the Proposed New 
Passenger Arcreement. N 

The managers of the Western roads held a 
meeting in the Rookery” yesterday to con- 
sider the passenger rate situation and to 
take such action as would assist the General 
Passenger Agents in perfecting a new agree- 
ment at their meeting today. 

When the rates were ordered restored last 
week it was under direet orders from the 
Presidents. No action was taken at the time 
to insure the future maintenance of tariffs. 
In order to keep up rates after the expira- 
tion of the sixty days, with thirty days, 
notice fixed by the Presidents, it is necessary 
to lorm a new association and adopt a new 
agreement. To accomplish this a number ot 
differences between the various roads will 
have to be settled. Ine Wisconsin Central has 
not defined its position as regards its demand 
tor differential rates. It is understood that 
it will make another demand for differential 
rates or the abandonment of fast trains asa 
condition of its joining the new association. 
The company Was not represented at yester ;: 
day’s meeting, Traffic Manager Barlow hav- 
ing gone to California. Hence no action re- 
garding this matter could be taken. It is not 
known whether the Wisconsin Centrai will 
be represented at today’s meeting. 

There was quite a discussion yesterday 
over the attitude of tné Wabash. This road 
is in both the Central Traffic and Western 


Association and pursues a different course 


on its Eastern and Western lines. The Alton 
said it would be compelled to meet any rates 
tne Wabash might make from St. Louis to 
Toledo and tae East, and if necessary would 
protect itself by paying street commissions. 

the Wabash, on the oder hand, refused to 
put its Eastern busmess under the jurisdic- 
won of ine Western Association, as it could 
not afford to be shut out from Eastern co 
petition. 

It also transpired that a number of roads 
have made contracts with parties that will 
not expire for some time, and which staud in 
the way of a permanent agreement.

THEIR ROYAL HIGHNESSES {N MONTREAL. 


The Duke Makesan Address in French and 
English. 

MONTREAL, Que., June 2.—[Special.]—The 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught and suite 
arrived here today and received a royal wel- 
come. As the train stopped Sir George 
Stephen alighted and handed down the 
Duchess, who was followed by the Duke and 
Gen. McNeill. Muyor Grenier then presented 


in English. The Duke replied in both lau- 
guages, the purity of his French being both 
a surprise and a gratification to the French- 
Canadians. The royal party then passed 
through the cheering crowd t6 carriages and 
were driven through several of the streets 
to the residence of Sir George 
Stephen where lunch was served. 
In the afternoon . tnere was an 
extensive tour of the city. At 4 o’clock the 
party reached the Champ de Mars, where 
the whole fire brigade was drawn up in line 
at the call of tue Duchess. This over they 
proceeded to the grounds of the Montreal 
Amateur Athletic Association, where a re- 
view was held of the City Cadet Corps.

New Orleaus Cotton Exchange Statement. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., June 2.—The New Orleans 
Cotton Exchange issued a statement today em- 
bracing the thirty-nine weeks of the season from 
Sept. 1 to May 30 inclusive, this and last year, 
showing 7,076,687 bales of the erop of 1880-"90 
have come into sight. at the ports, overland 
points of crossing, and leading Southern interior 
centers, including takings by the Southern 
mills. Up to this time last season the amount 
brought into sight was 6,805,112 bales, or 98.08 
per cent of the entire crop. The statement shows 
there were brought into sight after May 30 last 
season 33,178 bales. It indicates that of the sup- 
ply for this season 197,292 bales have been taken 
by American and Canadien markets, inelud- 
ing 429.587 south of the Potomac, and 4,725,047 
bales have been exported to foreign ints. It 
also shows that the Northern mil takings 
and Canada overland are 32,960 bales ahead of 
the corresponding thirty-nine weeks of last year, 
and that the excess in foreign exports for the 
season is 220,537. Between tne Ist th of 
May inclusive this season stocks at American 
ports and twenty-nine leading Southern interior 
markets have decreased 17,910 bales, against a 
Gecrease during the same of last year of 
122,334, and are now 111,278 beles less than they 
were at this time last year.

Dr. Ludwig Hektoen, Deputy- 
Coroner, made a post-mortem examination 
and in his report gives the following descrip- 
tion of the body previously identified by the 

lice as Murdoch: 6 

“Well developed, well nourished man, 35 
years old, five feet 6 inches tall, light red- 
dish short hair, few days’ growth of beard, 
eyes reddish brown, face large, nose small 
and straight, lower jaw square.“ 

The description of Murdoch given the po- 
lice by West was: About 40 years old, 5 
feet 9 inches tall, 140 pounds weignt, red 
hair, smooth face, pock-marked, large scar 
right side of face, wore light checked suit 
and light derby hat.“ 

Murdoch was an athlete. The unknown 
body is that of an ordinary laborer, well fed, 
and with plenty of fat instead of hignly-de- 
veloped muscles. Moreover, there is a differ- 
ence of three inches in height. But the post- 
mortem completely destroyed the theory that 
it was the body of Murdoch. The latter dis- 
appeared Friday night. This body had been 
in the water at least ten days. All the post- 
mortem appearances of death’ by drowning 
were found, and Dr. Hektoen further says: 

“The wounds in the scalp do not present 
the characteristics of wounds inflic before 
death and they are not, evenin conjunction 
with the fractures in the skull, mortal 
wounds. It 1s perfectly rational to state 
that such wounds and fractures might result 
when a body floating in the water came 
forcibly in contact with almost any kind of 
an object. The body has been in the water 
at least eight or ten days. It must have 
taken that time for tne changes that were 
found upon the body to develop. In my 
Opinion this man came to his death by 
drowning.”’ ; 

The unknown man probably fell into the 
river while drunk and was drowned. No de- 
scription fitting him can be found on tne 
record of missing persons at police head- 
quarters, and as it certain that he is not 
Murdoch the police take no further interest 
in the case.

The tearing off of another leaf from the calen- 
dar brought no change to the local money mar- 
ket. At some of the banks call loans are to be 
freely had at 5 and 5½ per cent, as has been the 
case for a number of days. At other banks it is 
undoubtedly true that the line of loans is as 
large as the banks wish to carry, and there is no 
need of their putting out money at less than 6 
per cent. The 5 or 5½ per cent rate on call loans 
may be characterized as exceptional, because it 
is not generally made by ail banks and because 
there is nothing in the condition of many of the 
banks to make any cutof the 6 per cent rate 
necessary, but that does not do away with the 


‘fact that money is to be easily had at the lower 


rates if the security is the best and the loan 
strictly a call loan, without any special under 

standing, as is the case with many of these so- 
called call loans, which give the borrower a great 
deal of leeway. The New York exchange mar- 
ket continues to rule high, the rate being firm 
yesterday at 60 cents premium. Sterling was 
dull and a shade weaker. bankers’ actual quota- 
tiens ranging 4.84@484% for sixty days and 
40-3486 for demand. 

It was a moderately active day at the Chicago 
Stock Exchange, but the activity in most cases 
came at the expense of prices. he market was 
unmistakably heavy and was only prevented 
from going lower than it did by being held up by 
sheer force. The West Side stock was the most 
active. opening at 119% and weakening off to 
118% on the morning call In the afternoon it 
opened at 118% and went off a notch witn nearly 
every sale till 117% was reached. when there was 
some strong support and the price put back to 
118. Calumet Dock was active, but the price 
held firm, closing an eighth above the opening. 
Bonds were dull and heavy. Consumers’ 5s 
sold off % point from the opening, closing at 
91%, the lowest of the day. The weakness of the 

as bonds is, of course. in sympatny with the 

egal troubles of the trust. which culminated in 
the appointment of a receiver yesterday. As all 
these bonds are obligations of the individual 
companies aud not of the trust, and their lien 
on the property has never been attacked in any 
way, it might puzzle even che bears to justify 
the present decline if the bonds a week ago were 
worth what they were selling for.

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Irregularity was the distinctive feature of the 
produce markets yesterday, and they were less 
active than the recent average. The weather 
was magnificent here and over a large part of 
the West, and this fact tended to depress the 
prices of the cereals, though they did not yield 
much except in the cases of wueat and barley. 

The morning deliveries on June contracts were 
light, as might have been expected by those who 
knew that there has been this year compara- 
tively little trading for tne future intermediate 
to May and July. They included perhaps 200,000 
bu wheat, 50,000 bu corn, few oats, nearly 20,000 
bris pork, halt of which was sent round by the 
Packing Company,“ and 1.000 tes lard. It was 
supposed that more corn would have come out 
but for a wish on the part of holders to see an 
advance in prices On which they could sell be- 
fore delivering the property. 

It was reported that Hutchinson was an active 
buyer of wheat in other markets. against liberal 
sales here. There is no doubt as to the truth of 
the last half of the rumor. 

A prominent miller in Cairo says his and other 
mills in that vicinity are not running for the rea- 
son that they have no stock and cannot obtain 
it from farmers in the neighborhood. He never 
knew atime when farmers seemed to have sold 
so closely as now, and he looks to see the new 
crop season open at a bigh price for wheat be- 
cause of the comparative scarcity. 

It is probable that the smallness of the de- 
crease in the visible supply of wheat last week 
is mostly due to the arrivals of rail shipments 
for the seaboard, though it is said there has been 
a little larger selling by interior farmers since 
it became evident that the copious rains in the 
Northwest had checked the upward course of 
speculative prices. 

New York reports 24,000 bu wheat, 248,000 bu 
corn, and 175,000 bu oats taken for export, and 
New Orleans the shipment of 98,000 bu corn for 
Copenhagen, 

It is reported that some 650 cars of grain were 
inspected in this city Saturday and Sunday over 
and above those noted on the inspection sheet. 
Will they show up today? 

The exports of wheat from Indta last week 
were 640,000 bu, against 460,000 bu for the corre- 
sponding week last year. The total shipments 
since the close of March were 4,460,000 bu, against 
5,140,000 bu for the same time last year. About 
two-thirds of the shipments of the last two 
months have been to the United, Kingdom. 

Dornbusch has a oy tring | letter from a farmer 
in Kansas shying that his State will be obligea 
to import wheat the next cereal year instead of 
having an export surplus. But the letter was 
written not far from a month ago and the pros- 
pects have materially changed since then. Still 
itisfarfrom being assured that Kansas will 
have a big crop, and the. outlook for the other 
part of the winter wheat beltis described by 
some — as poor indeed. One crop expert 
has just returned to this city from an extended 
tour of observation and says the prospect is the 
worst he has gg known at this date. The hope 
of tke country is now in a good yield in the 
Northwest. 

The stock of bonded wheat in French ports a 
month ago was 2,516,000 bu, bemg bureily one- 
quarter of the total one year previously. 

The stock of flour in ＋ is reported to be 
the equivalent of about 40, ls more than that 
of a month ago, but there is some decrease in the 
stock of wheat.
